One of the best and most exciting 
games of baseball seen in these parts 
in a long time is scheduled for this 
afternoon on the local Community 
Ground when Narberth plays Ber- 
wyn.

Narberth was defeated by Paoli 
last Saturday in a batting contest in 
which Paoli had slightly the better 
of the argument.

"Every word has come into 
use by being first uttered, then 
written," says Dr. Francis M. 
Botelho, of Wayne, Main Line 
author and editor and chief lan- 
guage expert at the Philadelphia 
Commercial Museum. "There- 
fore the written word should re- 
produce the uttered sounds, fonet- 
ically." 

Bang! go three letters out of 
the alphabet. Dr. Botelho abol- 
ishes K, Q and Y in a newly in- 
vented system of spelling 'which 
he calls Fonetic, and which he in- 
sists is not another form of "sim- 
plified" spelling. 

Many mute letters and doubled 
consonants and vowels are elimi- 
nated, along with many words 
that have similar sounds but dif- 
ferent meanings. A great saving 
of time for writers and of paper 
for publishers is claimed for the 
new systern. 



"Bou" is the Fonetic spelling 
for bough or bt^w. It must be 
read in its context in order that 
its meaning may be grasped, 'tis' 
true ; but then the English lan- 
guage "as she is spoke" already 
aboundb in similarly ambiguous" 
words which are readily perceived 
in their context. 

— Such as "bass," which may 
mean either a deep sea fish or a; 
deep singer. Why not extend its 
significance to embrace "base," 
also? After all, a "base is- usu- 
ally low, whether it be employed 
in the great American game or as 
the foundation for a building. And 
"base" purposes are nothing if not 
deep. Fonetic very carefully tilts 
an accent mark over the "a" in 
base one way for the fish, and the 
other way for the singer ! 
. Only three accent marks, the grave, 
acute and diaeresis, are employed by 
Dr. Botelho to indicate shading of

The 
thermometer fell from 82 to 45 de- 
grees in the course of the week. 
Since June ist the temperature de- 
ficiency is reported as 89 degrees. 
For the same time last year, how- 
ever, a closely similar deficiency of 
87 degrees was recorded.

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Siren Will Stick to Fires Because 
Chamber Really Didn't Want Curfew 



The siren of the Ardmore Fire 
Company will continue on fire du- 
ty only and will not moan a cur- 
few call to Ardmore's youngsters. 
Hard working news scriveners 
with an eye to good "copy" had 
hoped for better, but it all petered 
out at the June meeting of the 
Ardmore Chamber of Commerce 
held Tuesday night in the Y. M. 
C. A. Building. 

When the merchants of Ard- 
more Town-' assembled, it was 
explained that the Chamber of 
Commerce had never intended 
seeking a curfew law to clear the 
streets of minors who kept un- 
seemly hours, as was reported 
after its May meeting. The Cham- 
ber had been maligned and mis- 
represented. A feu' members had 
talked about a curfew as a solu- 
tion, a few citi/cens prominent in 
school and police activities had 
been invited to speak on the prob- 
lem and a request had been sent 
to the Lancaster Chamber of 
Commerce for a report on the cur- 
few law which is in effect in that 
village — but a curfew really had 
not been considered. 

This was the explanation made 
Tuesday when Superintendent 
Smith,, of the Lower Merion po- 
lice, one of those invited to speak, 
appeared before the Chamber. Su- 
perintendent Smith reads the 
newspapers and he was under the 
impression that the merchants 
wanted a curfew law. He started 
speaking along these lines— but 
was corrected by Vice President 
Harry C. Bare, who presided at 
the meeting. 

"We really don't want a curfew 
law,"' the chair explained. "It was 
just mentioned incidentally in con- 
nection with complaints that some 
memebrs made about the street cor- 
ner lounging and the late hours 
which many of the youngsters in- 
dulge in." 

"I am glad to hear that you 
Von't," Superintendent Smith de- 
clared. "A curfew law wouldn't 
get us anywhere and the police 
would not be able to enforce it any- 
how. The matter of keeping young- 
sters off the streets at night is really 
up to the parents. Passing a cur- 
few law would only be passing the 
buck to the police." 

Mr. Smith asstired the Chamber 
that his department would give its 
fullest co-operation to plans tend- 
ing to break up the practice of 
lounging at nights on street cor- 
ners which some groups of young 
bovs had taken up. Rather than 
going after the youngsters them- 
selves, with whom it was admitted 
that much could not be done if the 
parents were lax, it was declared 
that shop owners and merchants at 
whose places of business these 
groups gathered, would be asked to 
aid in discouraging the practice.

FARE RAISED 



By Philadelphia and West Chester 

Traction Company — Effective 

July 20. 

Increase in its passenger rate to a 
flat ID cent fare to become effective 
July 20, was announced RIonday by 
the Philadelphia and West Chester 
Traction Company, which operates 
suburban lines out of the Sixty- 
ninth street terminal.

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Zoning Ordinance Causes Change 

in Exclusive Wynnewood Section 



Lower JMerion's recently 
adopted Zoning Code, although 
approved bj' most residents, has 
caused changes in the exclusive 
residential section at Wynnewood 
even more conspicuous than in 
the J. Franklin Moss tract near 
the Barnes Foundation in Merion. 

'"Unrestricted frontage — zoned 
for business or apartment," is the 
legend on a sign which recently 
made its appearance facing Lan- 
caster avenue on the \\'ynnewood 
property of Pierce Archer, Jr. The 
sign marks the beginning of the 
end for one of the Main Line's 
most exclusive residential sec- 
tions. 

Mr. Archer might be classed as 
V\'ynnewood's "oldest living in- 
habitant," because in 1885, when 
his house was built, it was the 
first in that section. \Yithin a 
very few years the Archers were 
followed by the Clothiers, Harri- 
sons, Benwinds, Disstons and 
Shortridges. 

Now that traffic has increased 
to such an extent on Lancaster 
avenue, and since that section has 
been zoned for business by the re- 
cent Lower ]\Ierion ordinance, 
many of the fine old places have 
been placed on the market, and 
the residents either have moved 
or are planning to move to a 
strictly residential section. 

The transition from a stately, 
exclusive residential section will 
not come quickly, of course, even 
though technically it is now a 
business section. Some of the 
older residents say that they will 
not see it in their lifetime, but 
the fact remains that before long 
the Main Line will undoubtedly 
lose one of its most beautiful and 
charmina: features.

vowel sounds. Fonetic provides a 
distinct sound for each letter, and 
each letter is pronounced only one 
way, in whatever combination it may 
be employed. The IG rules of Fonetic 
as copyrighted by the author are print- 
ed on only one ordinary size -sheet of 
letter paper. No great study is neces- 
sary to master them. 

One advantage of the system is that 
it may be adopted by degrees, by 
gradual application of only a few rules 
at a time. A tremendous saving in 
time for every person who writes is 
looked for by the inventor. And dic- 
tionaries, books, papers and magazines 
will not be so bulky, when the many 
savings in letters are adopted. Fonetic 
abolishes the tedious spelling of words 
like "Worcestershire." 

"Makes English Easier." 

"It is universally acknowledged that 
the English spelling so far adopted has 
neither system nor logic, from a scien- 
tific standpoint," says Dr. Botelho. 
"Dictionaries are at present provided 
with so-called pronunciation guides, 
which vary according to the compiler 
; and publisher, and which result in 
': more confusion, especially for a 
. foreigner trying to learn tine language." 

In order to accomplish the ideal of 
many, to make the English language 
the universal language, standarization 
of its spelling is regarded necessary- 
Fonetic claims to accoiiiplish this with 
readily grasped simplicity. 

Many words already spelled in the 
efficient Fonetic manner remain unal- 
tered, such as adz, ■ at, 'and, bet, cat, 
dog, gun, amount, swept, swim. Others 
are changed to provide uniformity or 
standardization in a scientific man- 
ner, by giving a definite sound to each 
letter. All haphazard combinations 
are eliminated. 

Typical changes arc: phonograph to 
fonograf; telephonic to telefonic; 
phlegm, flem; back, bac; backs, bax; 
blocks, blox; cough, cof; rough, ruf; 
bough or bow, bou; bought, hot; agile, 
ajil; sorry, sori; course or coarse, cors; 
kick, cic; Bill, Bil; wall, wal. 

Q is replaced by hard c, which also 
replaces k. ' "Quack" becomes "cuac." 
Y, when pronounced, is written i, and 
when unpronounced is not written. 
An acute accent is placed over the 
l.etter £ to designate a soft ch sound, 
and over the letter n to indicate iig. 
Thus, "church" is spelled "cure," with 
an acute accent over each c. "Singing" 
is spelled "sinin," vk^ith an acute accent 
over each n. 

Perhaps little school children will 
soon be taught to read Fonetic, some- 
what as follows: "Bil bot a fonograf 
at Crismas. Bil bot a cou. Bil tot 
cou to cic. Cou cix tol fonograf. Fo- 
nograf cofs. Angri, Bil cix cou. Ajil 
cou cix Bil bac. Bil sori."
